Wanrs’s Conression.—We attended an examination 
of Ware yesterday at the City Hall, in presence of 
the Recorder, District Attorney, Aldermen, &c. which 
it seems he solicited, and after much negociations to 
obtain the promise of a pardon, but without any pos- 
itive commitment, he proceeded to state what we are 
certain are the facts. 

Howland’s store was robbed and the checks forged, 
and the money obtained from the Union Bank. Ked- 
mond was arrested on suspicion of having presented 
the check and receiving the money, but was subse- 
quently discharged, and after a month was again ar- 
rested. About this time Ware was arrested, in Dover, 
Delaware, anda large sum of money found upon him, 
supposed to be part taken from the bank; he was 
Drought here and imprisoned. After a delay of about 
three weeks, Redmond was again arrested, on Ware’s 
confession that himself, Redmond and another person 
broke open Howland’s store and committed the for- 

ery. 
. Redmond was tried and acquitted, and Ware was 
tried for perjury and convicted ; still there was some- 
thing wauting to unravel the mystery, and Ware has 
at length done so. 

After some time he began as follows :—Gentlemen, 
Timothy B. Redmond is entirely an innocent man. | 
was not in any way concerned in the robbery of the 
Mowland’s—nor Redmond, [know nothing about 
it. The money found on me I thus account for :— 
On the 15th October, I stole a trunk from on board 
the steamboat America on ker way from Albany, 
marked B. B. containing 61.506, in Rochester money 
Tt was a rainy night. The trunk contained clothing 
apparel. I kept some an« threw the rest away. I 
changed the money in Wall-street—and got a check 
on the Phenix Bank, and paid several debts, (which 
he named,aod persons to whom paid)—I went to Phil- 
adelphia, purchased a horse and gig, and went to 
Dover—while at Dover, L read in the papers the first 
arrest of Redmond, on suspicion of forgery—the thing 
got talked about, and | having money, and being sus- 
pected of being concerned, was taken up, and breught 
to New-York—afier a time 1 was advised to swear 
that Redmond and myself were concerned—my broth- 
er hinted to me that Redmond was suspected, and | 
received, in prison, a letter telling me how to proceed, 
and I made up my mind to swear against him. The 
Clerks of the Banks were wrong in their testimony, | 
never presented a check atthe Bank.” Here he went 
into a clear detail of facts, showing day, cates, and 
sums, in proof of his statement, leaving ne doukt on 
the minds of his hearers. He repeatediy begged par- 
don of Redmond, who was present, for the wrougs 
done him, an- the confession was fyll and clear, with- 
out hesitation or reser’ e. 

Here we have the whole affair perfectly untavelled 

—here Mt. Price stands justified, for his honorable 
refusal to plead the cause of Ware, after he knew from 
Ware himself, that Kedmond’ was innocent—and 
here the court ts justified, in charging against Ware, 
by his present confession, AJl he swore to was false.

Crm. Con.—A cause was tried in the Court of 
Common Pleas held at Westminster in February 
last, which excited considerable interest, from the cir- 
cumstance of the parties. It was an action brought 
by a Mr. Tyrrel, to recover damages from the Rev. 
John Humphrey St. Aubin, for seducing the wife of 
the plaintiff It appeared by the evidence, that the 
plaintiff and his wife had lived for seven years togeth- 
er in apparent harmony. They had several children, 
of whom the husband was very fond, and the only 
matrimonial differences ever noticed as taking place, 
arose from Mrs. Tyrrel’s thinking her husband over 
anxious about them when they were unwell. The 
fortune of bis wife was 45,000. sterling. They bad 
resided for some time in the house of Sir John Tyrrel, 
the plaintifi’s father, who thought that they were liv- 
ing together on the most affectionate terms. But an 
the 23d of November, Mrs. Tyrrel, whoa had aecompa- 
nied Sir John to Chelmsford, disappeared most unac- 
countably, afier having requested bim to call for her 
at a certain place, on his return homeward. , She had 
eloped and gone to London, with the reverend sedu- 
cer, a beneficed clergyman, whose living was worth 
about 500/. a year. No circumstances of palliation 
were pretended to be set up on behalf of the tefend- 

ant. Mr, Justice Park in summing up, said, be hoped 
that such infamous behaviour would not be suffered 
to escape even in this lifo, and that the right reverend 
rson who presided over the diocese where the living 
of this defendant{was situated, would immediately 

take steps for removing so great a reproach out of the 
church. 

The jury, after a few minutes consultation, returned 

a verdict of 1500/. [$6666 66] im favor of the plaintiff.
